Claims 8-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McTeer 
(U.S. Patent 6,204,179), in combination with the following comments. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the Office Action mailed 12-01-04, and as stated 

below. 

Applicant argues that McTeer does not recognize the difficulty identified by the 
applicant, or the need to provide separate anneals for allowing grain growth and for distributing 
alloy elements or that the anneals described therein would be suitable for accomplishing such 
goals. However, it is not necessary for McTeer to disclose that the process of McTeer is 
performed to achieve the same goals as applicant or to obtain the same advantages recognized by 
applicant. It is sufficient that the process suggested by McTeer alone or in combination with the 
remaining references is encompassed by the instant claims. Furthermore, McTeer discloses 
providing a first anneal to the copper material at a low temperature of 450 °C for a period of time 
(Column 17, lines 48-49), and subsequently providing a second anneal at a temperature of 500 
°C, higher than the low temperature for a period of time to the copper material (Column 3, lines 
42-47, and Column 17, lines 55-58), and therefore, because the same materials have been treated 
in the same manner, formation of large grain sizes in the copper material, and distribution of at 
least one alloy would have been achieved. 
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Claims 1-7, and 16-20, are allowed.
